Wee haue receiued from ſeuerall places tydings, 
how that our enterpriſe vpon the Caſtle of Antwerps 
rooke no effeCt:by reaſon of a horſe of our men, which 
made ſuch a great noyſe, that a Sentinell of the Caſtle 
looked thereupon ouer the walles of it,and diſcouered 
our men which cameabour ir, The Droſtof Borchem 
who was the chicfe conductor of this enterpriſe mar» 
ched on the twelf day of this moneth of October , a- 
bout foure of the clock very early in the morning out 
of the Towne of Bergen ap Zoome -, witha thouſand 
foote and foure troupes of horke, and came about ele-
